DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the first office action for serial number 1 0/71 5, 1 89. This 
application contains 4 claims numbered 1 -4. 

Abstract: 

2. On first line of the abstract, "t" should be deleted. 
Correction is required. 

Claiml, line 9, after "back and forth;" -- and -- should be inserted. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the slot hole" in line 5. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US Patent No. 3,082,988 to Holden. 

Holden discloses a suction cup mounting comprising a sucking disk body 
(20) with a threaded shaft (26) on top and a rubber-sucking disk (20) on bottom; 
a compression stand (19) with a connecting sleeve (30 generally) on top and a 
shell plate (28) on bottom; the shell plate is smaller than the rubber sucking disk 
of the sucking disk body; a through hole is on the center of the shell plate; the 
through hole leads to a slot hole (an open area) (see Fig. 1 or 2), the threaded 
shaft of the sucking disk body passes through the through hole of the 
compression stand and screws with the adjustable threaded nut to move the 
sucking disk body back and forth; and a pole (25 generally) connecting to the 
sleeve of the compression stand. 

Regarding claims 2-3, Holden also shows the bottom of the shell plate 
being curved shape and the pole can be stretchable. 

Regarding claim 4, Holden also shows a fixing top (23, 24) being located 
on top of the pole.
